His Visit to Spain H«s Caused a Crisis 


In Kinj Alfonso's Cabinet. 


MADRID, Oct. 26.—President Loubet'» 


visit to Madrid was concluded this even- 
ing without special incident. He was 
accompanied to the station by King Al- 
fonso and left for Lisbon at (5.15 o'clock. 
He will reach the Portuguese frontier 
early tomorrow morning. 


The ministerial crisis augments daily 


owing to the peculiar attitude of the 
friends of Minister of Marine Villin- 
euva, who objected to President Loubet 
bestowing the grand cross of the legion 
of honor on him after conferring a higher 
order on General Weyler, the- minister 
of war. 


The attitude of Villaneuva created a 


serious incident and is threatening a 
disruption of the cabinet. 
Valluneuva 


maintains that as supreme head of the 
navy he should not receivea lower decora- 
tion than the head of the army. French 
circles hold that Villaneuva's action is 
the result of his unsympathetic senti- 
ments toward France and it is said that 
the incident will result in his retire- 
ment from the cabinet. The premier is 
seeking to prevent the disruption going 
beyond the minister of marine-, but othrr 
retirements, including that of the min- 
ister of finance, are considered to be 
imminent.

and entirely without value as a drink. 
That is why the second cup of tea tho 
average hostess offers you Is hurtful 
to the system and Is the principal cause 
for the bad repute in which tea is held 
by many persons. 


If it Is desired to make sufficient tea 


to supply each per.ion with a second cup 
this may easily be done by drawing off 
the remainder of the brew after the 
cups have been filled into a fresh, warm 
teapot. An urn larger than the teapot 
brings about this end In the easiest 
manner. 


An excellent way Is to put the leaves 


in a dry muslin.bag, leaving an end of 
the tape with whtch It is tied project- 
ing out of the pot. This bag can then 
be withdrawn at the proper time, leav- 
ing a pot of bracing, refreshing tea 
from which to fill the cups. 
•'Should there be an.y doubts In the 


minds of old fashioned housewives who 
pass over any new notion as "foolery" 
a very simple experiment will convince 
the most doubting of Thomases.

Inside the 
teapot a hollow ball of silver rolls 
about and by prompt absorption of the 
heat from the boiling water prevents the 


glaas from cracking. The charm of the 
crystal teapot lies not wholly In its 
beauty, for there is the additional ad- 
vantage that the teamaker can see the 
exact quantity and quality she has on 
hand. 


The connoisseur In tea always pre- 


fers to take It clear, holding that Its 
flavor is too delicate to stand any ad- 
mixture except the slice of lemon our 
Russian friends have taught us to use. 
Milk should never be used with tea. 
Cream and sugar are just allowable, 
but the cream, and only a few drops 
of the richest, should be put in the cup 
and the tea poured into it Instead, as Is 
too often the case, added after the tea 
is poured. 


A pretty maraschino cherry or a slice 


of pineapple is a proved addition to the 
afternoon cup of tea. The cherries or 
pineapples' arc ^ussea m an attractive 
silver bowl with silver bonbon tongs 
laid on top of the same tray with the 
lemon, cream and sugar for each guest 
to take his choice. No lemon Is used 
with pineapple, and the lemon sc-rved 
with the tea is cut In slices, and the 
slices are quartered. Other tea affini- 
ties are thin biscuits spread with cheese 
or cheese straws.

four cupfuls of flour, an oven 
tcai-poonful of cooking soda and 


two of cream of tartar. To these In- 
gredients-add half a terspoonful of salt 
and the same quantity of sugar. Then 
rub in a quarter of a cupful of butter, 
mixing thoroughly, and add slowly four 
cupfuls of milk. Beat hard and bake 
on a hot griddle at once. 
Two tea- 


spoonfuls of baking powder may be. 
substituted for the soda and cream of 
tartar. 


Buckwheat Cakes.—To four cupful* 


of buckwheat flour add one cup of yel- 
low cornmeal and a tablespoonful of 
salt. 
Mix one cup of milk with thrco 


cups of hot water and let It stand until 
the mixture is lukewarm. 
Add the 


liquid slowly to tho dry ingrrdlnnts to 
prevent the formation of lumps and 
beat until smooth.

As already explained in the Republi- 


can, the offer of a 'reduction was con- 
tingent upon the sale of a huge block 
of goods. 
The directors expected to 


close out the two and three crowns — 
about 10..000 tons—fop-seeding purposes. 
However, the offer to cut did not meet 
with as favorable a reception from the 
jobbers as was hoped, and the orders 
awaiting confirmation last evening were 
not considered sufficient in quantity to 
justify the reduction. 
The figures are 


not given out. 


It was not to be expected that the 


cut would be made unless a. good-sized 
block was taken, for the reason that tie 
cut would apply on the 5000 tons al- 
ready sold. 
That would amount 
to 


something like $80,000, and naturally 
it would be a big deal in which the 
company could afford to return that 
much money. 
The packers were ob-' 


viously ehagriuned because the reduced 
figures did not go into effect. 


Movement in raisins just at present 


is rathar disheartening. 
All the inside 


seeding plants have been shut down for 
two^days, and this in the latter part of 
October, which is usually the best sell- 
ing time. 
While the East: is bare of 


raisins and the crop is short, the mar- 


i ket is strangely timid. 
The outsiders 


have been doing the greater part of the 
business, although their facilities arc 
much inferior to those of the 
inside 


packers. 
All the outsiders have bought 


up to their 
capacity, and there are 


about 5000 tons of outside raisins still 
in the. hands of the growers. 
• However, the situation is not one t<- 
be viewed pessimistically. 
The inside 


packers have a great 
advantage 
in 


seeding facilities. 
The outsiders, can- 


not begin to handle the goods to meet 
the seeded demand .and the East must 
have the seeded raisin. 
The sounding 


of the trade in the early season during 
the organization period in reference 
t< 


forcing the loose goods and cutting out 
the seeded everywhere met with protest 
The seeded raisin has come to stay, and 
the Central California Packing company 
must supply the biggest part of this 
demand. 
It is truec'that the associateil 


growers have held 
the 
umbrella this 


year as in previous years and there 
seems to be no business way to avoid 
this. 
Tho outsiders as in past years, 


have had the advantage of the early 
market, but with the market reported 
firmer in New York and the small crop, 
there seems no reason why association 
goods should not sell at the opening 
prices. 
While opening prices were not 


guaranteed there is no likelihood of an- 
other cut being offered to the trade.
